TO PERMIT MARQUISE 



A routine meeting of Council Mon- 
day night was featured by a decision 
on the part of the Building Commit- 
tee to have an independent, expert in- 
spection made of the Narberth Thea- 
ter Building, now under construction, 
so as to assure the residents of abso- 
lutely safe design and workmanship. 

A letter was sent to George W. El- 
liott, Director of the Philadelphia De- 
partment of Public Safety, asking him 
to send an expert on theater construc- 
tion from his force, to make a thor- 
ough examination and to submit a re- 
port. 

Several weeks ago a slip on the part 
of the steel riggers caused the frame- 
work to collapse, and while the build- 
ers, Salasin and Freed, of Ardmore, 
have quickly compiled with any cor- 
rective suggestions made by Building 
Inspector George B. Suplee, Council 
decided to have the examination made 
for the protection both of the theater 
owners and the public. 

An ordinance was introduced mak- 
ing a special exception to the building 
code so as to permit of the construc- 
tion of the marquise over the pave- 
ment in front of the theater. This 
structure is already outlined in steel- 
work. 

Reports were receiyed from the 
various committees. That of the High- 
way Committee reporting the comple- 
tion of the Haverford avenue storm 
sewer and other work will be printed 
in full in a later issue for the informa- 
tion of our readers. 

Council approved the report of the 
Borough Property Committee which 
contained a recommendation that the 
Recreation Board should be author- 
ized to award the contract for paint- 
ing the Community Building to Mr. 
N. R. Peacock, of 407 Essex avenue, 
whose bid of $120 was the lowest 
which had been received. In addition, 
Council authorized the Recreation 
Board to expend not more than $25 
on re-pointing the brickwork of the 
Community Building wherever the in- 
spector should indicate that it is nec- 
essary. 

.. Councilman Wood, as Chairman of 
the Borough Property Committee, in- 
troduced a resolution recommending 
that the Borough Property Committee 
should be abolished in order to pre- 
vent, duplication of effort and of re- 
sponsibility between that Committee 
and the reorganized Recreation Board. 
This resolution caused a detailed and 
serious discussion of the responsibility 
of Council toward the playground and 
the buildings thereon and of the func- 
tions of the Recreation Board in con- 
nection therewith. President Gris- 
wold and the Burgess were of the 
opinion that the Borough Property 
Committee should be continued as a 
connecting link between the Recrea- 
tion Board and Borough Council. 
While recognizing the desirability of 
such a connection, Councilman Wood 
maintained that as a practical proposi- 
tion it was impossible for the Bor- 
ough Property Committee to be 
charged, '.with": the responsibility for 
repairs and maintenance without hav- 
ing any authority over the use and oc- 
cupancy of the building. It was his 
opinion that the total responsibility 
should be vested in one group so that 
the public, who are the owners of the 
building,; would clearly understand 
who was in charge of it. On the mo- 
tion of Councilman Leitch, .the reso 
lution was tabled for one month.

TENNIS CLUBS COMMENCES 
TOURNAMENT AND DINNERS 



Traffic at the Cynwyd exchange of 
the Bell Telephone Company was' prac- 
tically doubled Friday at 1.30 P. M. when 
1100 Narberth telephone lines were 
switched over from the Ardmore office. 
Sixteen new operators, 13 of them from 
the Ardmore staff were added to take 
care of the increased traffic. 

Though the borough phones were, and 
still ahe referred to as "Narberth," they 
were not handled by a separate Narberth 
exchange, but through Ardmore. The 
switchboard was made to relieve conges- 
tion in that office. 

Before the change, the Cynwyd office 
was handling 1700 lines and serving ap- 
proximately 3000 subscribers, located in 
Bala-Cynwyd, Merion, West Manayunk, 
Pencoyd and the General Wayne district. 
With the Narberth additions, it is esti- 
mated that it is now serving nearly 6000 
through 2800 lines. 

Service Not Interrupted. 

The change Friday was made -without 
any interruption of service and the only 
indication that borough subscribers had 
of it was when calls were made to 
friends in Cynwyd. Instead of "passing" 
the number to the Cynwyd exchange as 
of old, the operator plugged in directly 
on the line and began ringing. Though 
the Narberth calls are now being han- 
dled through Cynwyd, borough subscrib- 
ers will still be called "Narberth." This 
system is also in use for Merion sub- 
scribers whose calls for year;, have been 
handled through the Cynwyd office. 

All Narberth calls, according to infor- 
mation given at the Cynwyd exchange, 
are now being handled through Cynwyd. 
The only new borough phones still to be 
added will be those of new subscribers. 

The work of laying wires from Nar- 
berth to Cynwyd for the switch-over 
began over three months ago. Six weeks 
ago the first change was made in many 
borough phone numbers which were the 
same as some already listed at Cynwyd.

GIFT BUYS EQUIPMENT 

New Shelves and Lights are Installed.. 

The library finished installing last 
week the new shelves and the lighting 
fixtures made possible by the gift of 
.$250 from the Civic Association at the 
time of its disbanding last winter. Both 
these features have been needed for 
some time. 

The library, in the year since it has 
been in its new quarters, has increased 
its circulation and at the same time 
the number of books on its shelves to 
such an extent that further equipment 
became necessary to relieve the crowd- 
ed condition of the poetry, biography 
and history sections. These sections 
are used constantly and in the con- 
fusion of the crowded shelves, even the 
most conscientious librarians have been 
known to slip a volume of poetry on 
top of the history of the world, or any- 
where there seemed to be room, ignor- 
ing for the moment the problems in- 
volved the next day when that particu- 
lar book would likely to be called for. 

The new shelves, housing the poetry 
collection of about 350 books, were 
placed under the windows of the adult 
section on the north side, thus allow- 
ing the history and biography collec- 
tions in the southwest corner to ex- 
pand to comfortable proportions. 

The new lights were . installed 
through the volunteer services of Mr. 
E. C. Drew, of Chestnut avenue, who 
is connected with the electrical end 
of the Bell Telephone Company, and 
who understands the problems of the 
library because of his wife's member- 
ship on the staff as chief cataloguer. 
These lights are take-offs from the floor 
sockets, but are so arranged on top of 
the book cases as to throw light down 
over the shelves. In these days when 
publishers so frequently print the titles 
of books in dark ink on dark binding 
cloth such an arrangement is very im- 
portant. The library is glad to ex- 
press its appreciation of the gift of the 
Civic Association and of the valuable 
services of Mr. Drew.

Heat Cut Month's Temperature De- 
ficiency to 35 Degrees. 

Cloudy weather and cooling rain which 
set in early this week put a damper on 
the steady climb the temperature which 
began last Thursday, but before the re- 
lief set in the high point of 88 degrees 
was reached by the mercury according 
to the weekly report of local Weather- 
man Charles Decker. 

Monday the temperature began to 
drop and by Tuesday had fallen as low 
as 51 degrees. The brief hot spell put 
June, 1927, ahead of June, 1926, as a 
warm month however. It lowered the 
large temperature deficiency which ex- 
isted since June 1 and now the month is 
just 35 degrees behind the normal mark. 
Last June at this time the temperature 
deficiency was 51 degrees. 

The barometer showed little variation 
during the week. It was high at 30.08, 
low at 29.69. Precipitation of .65 of an 
inch fell during the early week rainy 
spell. This brings the total since June 1 
to 1.14 inches.
